ONLY KILLERS ENTER PROTEST, 


SENSIBLE ACTION NOW WILL 
MEAN BETTER HUNTING 
LATER

I am positive that even those hunt- 
erg who now oppose the protection of 
the spikehorn buck would be whole- 
heartedly fur its protection if they 
actuatty knew the conditions. That 
is, unless they happened to be of that 
Old Guard who fought against 
One-Buck jaw, who fight against 
every protective and 
measure, and who would like to legal- 
ize the spear, which has been outlaw- 
ed in every progressive state. The 
members of this Old Guard, the kill- 
ers who would see the last grouse die 
before they would voluntarily close a 
season, that great minority among 
res] hunters and fishermen who look 
upon all natural resource as their own 
until the last hair and feather are 
gone, are now sending their protests 
to the Conservation department at 
Lansing against the protection of the 
young spikehorn. 

But the.great mass of the hunters, 
those hundreds of thousands of real 
sportsmen who want hunting <o  be-~ 
come better and better, who want con- 
structive laws, and who made the 
One-Buck law possible, are mot ex- 
pressing themselves in the over- 
whelming way in which they should. 
The Conservation Department at 
Lansing should be inundated with 
their requests, both as individuals and 
ag organizations, for the protection of 
the spikehorn, arfd for the following 
reasons: . 

We will, as an illustration, take an 
individual spikehorn born in April or 
May. By-the beginning of the follow- 
ing winter he is still a -fawn, with 
little nubbins beginning to appear on 
his head. During all of the next sum- 
mer and the beginning of the follow- 
ing autumn, when he is nearly a year 
and ao half old, he is still fawnlike in 
many of his habits. The rutting seas- 
on, if early, may begin in October, but 
it ig not, fairly under way until No- 
vember, when the shooting season be- 
gins, The apikehorn does not really 
start his activities “us a breeder until 
late in November or in December, the 
majority of them delaying until the 
end of the rutting season, which is 
after the shooting season. 

Therefore, in allowing an open 
season on the spikehorn, we slaughter 
the young breeders in- those very 
weeks when they are getting ready to 
propogate. This is not conservation; 
Tt is destruction. An inexcusable 
crime. It is no more excusable than 
wringing tne necks of young  part- 
ridges still in their nests and using 
them for squabs. Those who say 
there are enough deer in Michigan are 
wrong, dead wrong. We can have 
three times our present deer popula- 
tion and still have room for more. We 
can have far better hunting than we 
now have, and will get it only through 
intelligent protection. 

There ate two other important 
reasons which call for the protection 
of the spikehorn. We cannot guide 
ourselves entirely by what the real 
sportsman does in the woods. If we 
are to conserve we must guard our- 
selves against that minority who, giv- 
en half an excuse, will take chances in 
killing which the real hunter will not 
take. Ph is almost tone to a 
the spike on a young buck ata S- 
tancesaf a hundred feet, half that if 
he is running, and there are hundreds 
of killers who deliberately take their 
shots with the hope that what they 
are shooting at may be ‘spikehorns 
and not does. As.a consequence hun- 
dreds of does are killed for spikehorns 
each year. - : : 

A third reason for the protection of 
the spikehom is that early in the sec- 
ond year of his life he still retains 
much of the fawn's curiosity and the 
doe’s Jack of caution, so that he is an 
easy victiny to the killer, ‘

Bailey is sending to all farmers in the 
county an urgent appeal, asking each 
one to use the last opportunity of the 
season to plant a piece to alfalfa or 
sweet clover, if no more than half an 
acre. August 15 is about the latest 
date that these valuable grasses can 
be planted here with the certainty of 
living through the winter. 

Every farm should have at Jeast 
half an acre as pasture for the brood 
sow with her young. 

Every farm that keeps hens needs 
alfalfa as it is a valuable hen food. 


Those who refrain from planting, 
fearing that their soi] needs lime, can 
partially overcome this defeat by the 
liberal use of acid phosphate fertiliz- 
er of which there ig still a smal) sup- 
ply at the farmers’ warehouse.

Drops 5% in One Year 


Washington.—Gross agricultural in- 
come for the crop year July, 1926, to 
June, 1927, showed a decrease of 
ubout S per cent, according to un es- 
timute by the bureau of agricultural 
economies, The decline was due 
chiefly to the falling off in cotton 
prices. 

Smaller. income is estimated for 
feed grains, apples and potatoes, 
which was only partially offset by 
somewhat higher returns from live 
stock and live stock products. 

The estimate of the gross agricul- 
tural ineome for the past crop yeur 
is $12,080,000,000, compared with $12,- 
670,000,000 for the previous year.

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HE CODE OF THE FRONTIER 


During the period when the lumber 
companies were taking their terrific 
toll from the forests of Michigan 
another sinister force was at work, a 
force to which present profits meant 
everything and future dependency, 
nothing. These were the interests o: 
the great fur companies who estab- 
lished buying stations, throughout the 
north country. Through these agen- 
cies the citizens of the frontier found 
an easier method of living than that 
offered by tilling the ground. Many 
of those who moved into the forest 
country first sold the timber stump- 
age on their farms to some lumber 
company and then depended on their 
traps and rifles to provide a_ living 
for them during the succeeding years. 
Fur bearing animals were trapped at 
almost any season of the year. Deer 
were killed in season or out, their 
flesh was eaten and the hides sold. 
Ducklings and partridge chicks were 
killed: as soon as they would make a 
good fry. Fish were caught by the 
wagon loads and fed to the chickens 


or the pigs. Hunters from the ‘east| 


invaded the state by thousands . and 
moose, deer, bear, and. other large 
game were slaughtered in great num- 
bers. Few hunters went back without 
their full quota of big game, because 
if they could not get it themselves 
the local woodsmen could get it for 


them. The code of the frontier was to| 


kill all the game you wanted because 
fhere was plenty of it. Now the day 
of reckoning is at hand. We of today 
are paying for this lack 
just ag those who follow after us will 
be made to pay if we lack vision now, 
in the preservation of fish, game and 
wild life that we now have. He!p the 
Michigan Department of Conservation 
in the great work of restoration that 
is now under way. Leave to your 
childten the heritage of natural re- 


sources that so rightfully will belong 
: them.

Nutrition Has Gift fer Al! 
Something for ever ybody—who 
doesn’t remember those dearly loved 
visitors of youth arriving with a gift 


Nutrition is just such a 
visitor—father, mother, son, daugh- 
,ter, baby, not ore is overlooked It 
antedates even the baby for the un- 
born may also profit, 

The health of the expectant mother 
and the baby-to-be are closely re- 
lated. That is why diet is so impor- 
tant during this period. From it she 
takes the ele:nents lu make her bones, 
her teeth, her hair,-all her tissues. 
The same store supplies also the _in- 
fant. Should her food be deficient, 
the child does not suffer at first. Na- 
ture protects the little one by depriv- 
ing the mother of the needed material. 

That is why some women's teeth 
and hair suffer or the results of other 
deficiencies in bodily structure make 
their appearance. Should there _ still 
not be sufficient even then, the child 
begins to be affected next. Diet de- 
ficiencies react first on the mother and 
then on the baby. 

Pre-natal nutrition, then, is very 
important—the minerals and vitamins 
in milk, fruits, green vegetables, 
whole grain products; the protein in 
eggs, cheese, meat nuts or Jegumes; 
the non-digestible fibers supplying 
bulk and thus stimulating the intes- 
tines to activity; and some starches, 
Sugar and butter or other fat as well 
as from two to four pints of water a 
day are all needed. While itis. not 
necessary for a woman to overeat, she 
has to remember that she must sup- 
ply the materials for her own and her 
child’s bodily structures.
